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Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 -6 and 1 9-23 are allowed . 

2. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: In claims 1 and 19 Applicant has claimed a method of forming a structure in a 
housing. The method of claim 1 is comprised of the steps of providing a housing having 
at least first and second openings, dispensing a casting solution comprising a 
membrane forming polymer into the housing, and exposing said casting solution to a 
quenching bath so as to cause the quenching bath to enter each of said openings 
simultaneously in order to precipitate the polymer at an aspect ratio of less than about 
10. The method of claim 19 is comprised of the steps of providing a housing having a 
plurality of wells with each well having a drain with an inlet and outlet, introducing the 
casting solution comprising a membrane forming polymer into each drain, and then 
exposing said casting solution to a quenching bath so as to cause the quenching bath to 
enter each of said inlet and outlet of each drain isobarically and simultaneously in order 
to precipitate the polymer at an aspect ratio of less than about 10. The Examiner 
considers the Kopaciewicz ('457) to be the closest prior art. Kopaciewicz ('257) teaches 
a method for casting in place composite structures in a housing, but does not teach or 
suggest exposing the casting solution to a quenching bath so as to cause the quenching 
bath to enter each of said drain or housing openings isobarically and/or simultaneously.
